A: Well, you see, dere was dis guy, Ben Harda- 
way, over at Warners. They used to call him 
Bugs. He was foolin’ around with a rabbit char- 
acter, and came up with me. Or sort of me. 
Kind of. Well, anyway—it was definitely a rab- 
bit. Then, luckily, along came Tex Avery, my 
first great director, and the rest, as they say, is 
history. 


Q: So it was Tex Avery who really discovered 
your on-screen personality? 


A: Well, you might say that I “found myself” 
in Tex’s film A WILD HARE, back in 1940. It 
was a hunting picture where I played the rab- 
bit. Tex gave me some tips on how to walk, how 
to hold the carrot, that sort of thing. He 
thought it would be funny if I assumed a kinda 
nonchalant stance in de face of danger, not that 
anyone really thought of Elmer Fudd as much 
of a danger. And of course that’s where I said 
“What's up, Doc?” for the first time. Sometimes 
I wish it were the last. And Tex thought up the 
bit of kissing Elmer after I'd toined the tables 
on him. Like I appreciate him being the poifect 
patsy. Ya shoulda seen his face—actually you 
can, Tex didn’t rehoise it and Elmer never saw 
it comin’. That’s when I began to suspect I 
might like making these here cartoony pic- 
tures, as Tex used to call ’em. 


Q: You worked with a lot of directors, each of 
whom had his own special style—Bob Clam- 
pett, Friz Freleng, Chuck Jones, Robert 
McKimson . . . How did they influence your 
career? 


A: Gee, that’s a tough one. Wouldn’t you 
rather ask if I wear pajamas to bed? Well, with 
Clampett I really had to ‘stretch’ as a per- 
former. Dat was sort of a play on woids. Bob 
seemed to think I was made of rubber and loved 
to make me get into all kinds of weird shapes. 
McKimson was almost the opposite. No rubber 
for him. Cause back when he was an animator 
he had a lot to do with designing me and he 
didn’t like to wrinkle the material. Freleng’s 
films were a lot of fun and I got to exercise my 
musical abilities. Friz really loved a good soft 
shoe. He also liked to cast me opposite 
Yosemite Sam, a temperamental character if 
there ever was one. Must be all that red hair. 
*Course, Sam was a bed of roses next to dat 
crazy duck dat Chuck Jones liked to stick me 
with. I got lots of fond memories of Chuck’s 
films, though—it’s some of my best woik. But 
let me tell you, they weren't easy. Pretty high- 
brow stuff, some of it. Like WHAT’S OPERA, 
DOC? Chuck took hours and hours lining up 
the camera angles on dat thing. Cameras on 
the ceiling, cameras under the floorboards— 
crane shots, dolly shots, up and down the stair- 
cases. Gosh, what an epic dat was!

A: Beats a manhole cover, I guess. 
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Q: Not to mention being honored with a spe- 
cial show in 1985 at the Museum of Modern 
Art.
